WORLD MEETING 
OF METHODISTS 


AGAINST WAR 


Resolution Calls for Absolute and 
International Disarma- 
ment 


NO PLAN IS ADVOCATED 


Motion Speaks i in . Name and on 
Behalf of 32:000,000 Church 
Followers 


LONDON, 12 The 
world’s Methodist conference this 
afternoon adopted a_ strongly 
worded resolution ealling for in- 
ternational disarmament and the 
complete abolishment of war. This 
action was taken after a spirited 
controversy over the question as 
to whether mention should be 
inade in the resolution of the 
league of nations. 

The conference finally decided 
to adopt a resolution which did 
not mention the league and to 
ask the business committee to 
frame a separate resolution deal- 
ing with the league, which will be 
voted on later. 

On Behalf of 32,000,000 

The resolution adopted by the 
conference, ‘‘speaking in the 
name and on behalf of 32,000,000 
followers,’’ declares without hesi- 
tation or reservation its belief in

the absolute necessity for inter- 
national disarmament and _ the 
complete abolition of war. 

The resolution eays that if there 


are those who refuse to listem to rea- 
son, “then let a way be found by 
which such Ishmaelites may feel the 
collective disapproval of the world.” 

The conference, the resolution adds, 
advocates no plan, but it calls upon 
the authorities “to give 


without reserve to the Christian task 
of finding @ substitute for war.” It 
condemns armaments and says the 
conference especially appeals to the

Throwing Over His Colleagues. 
Ottawa despatches for the past 
week have been telling us that 
Premier Meighen was a very busy 
man. He has been reconstructing 
the cabinet it is claimed, on the 
principle that the more it was re- | 
constructed the better The re-| 
sult of his operations is due to be | 
announced anytime, and the pub: | 
lie have been prepared to expect 
any thing from the retirement of 


Sir George Foster to the ditching | 


of the whole combination. 

With the general proposition 
that the government needed re- 
constructing there will be little 
disagreement anywhere. Repairs 
would have been in order any time 
since it was created, and the 
more the repairs the more 
the chances of improvement. 
Reconstruction means letting some | 
ministers out and taking some} 
new men in. Whoever is to be} 
taken in, publie opinion will agree | 


that the letting out process can be | 


carried far without bringing the | 
country to disaster. It is not} 
likely that Canada ever had a gov- 
ernment whose members averaged | 
up quite so poorly in popular esti- 
mation, and it will be counted an 
advantage to get rid of the ma- | 
jority of them, whoever takes 
their places. 

It may be that the premier has 
been as anxious to overhaul his 
cabinet as the public have been 
to have him do it. Whatever 
fault is to be found with him, no- 
body doubts that Mr. Meighen is | 
a man of unusual ability. As such | 
he must have felt lonesome among 
his ministerial associates since 
the death of Mr, Sifton. It is no} 
secret that most of them have been | 
dead weights who had to be ear- 
ried on the strength of the pres 
tige of the premier and a quartet 
of his colleagues. But to get rid 
of them was not a matter of un- 
restricted choice. They  repre- 
sented a fusion of inconsistent in- 
terests and elements brought to- 
gether for the purpose of avoiding 
a general election and hanging to 
office. To have ‘‘fired” any con- 
tingent in the cabinet would have 
weakened the support of the 
ministry in the house of commons 
at a time when that support was 

wobbling at the best and visibly 
declining in strength. Rather than 
consent to an appeal to the voters 
the premier retained, at the bid- 
ding of political exigency, a cabi- 
net which he is now frantically 
trying to get rid of. 

It is not at all uneonrmon for} 
a minister who wishes to retire, or 
whose retirement is thought to be | 
in the interests of the government, 
to drop out on the eve of a gen- 
eral election. That avoids the ex- 
pense, confusion, and risks of a 
bye-election, and there is no neces- 
sary loss of prestige to the gov- 
ernment involved in the ineident. 

But a general reconstruction of 
the cabinet, as the condition of 
asking for a renewal of public 
confidence, is another matter. 
The cabinet is no worse now than 
it has been at any time during the 
past year. If it needs a general 
overhauling and a wholesale dis. 
charge of weaklings now, it has 
needed such treatment at any and 
all times during the last twelve 
months. Reconstruction now is an 
admission that the ministry has 
been inefficient, and that it has| 
rolled up such a measure of pub-} 
lic hostility against itself that re 
election would be impossible The 
premier hopes to survive by sacri- |
